la African Prlaee. 


, An old negro namtd Hannibal 
Brown, living at Wqrrenton, Va., 
who died last Friday night, has a 
remarkable history, being brought 
to this country in 1820. He al- 
ways affirmed that his father was a 
king, who wore jewels and owned 
many men. 
He was tall ind com- 


minding in appearance, and, while 
deferential to the white people, 
would allow none of his colored 
brethren to be familiar with him, 
and required them to treat him with 
the respect due a prince. His for- 
mer master received Hoch convincing 
proof of bis royal birth that he 
emancipated him long before the 
war. 
Hannibal then went to work 


as a blacksmith, and made much 
money. As fast as he made his 
money he invested it in slaves, and 
was, so far as known, the only ne- 
gro in tbe United States who owned 
slaves. 
Another remarkable fact 


connected with his life was his de- 
votion to the cause of the South 
during the war. 
He refused always 


to shoe horses for federal soldiers. 
During the latter part of the war he 
was imprisoned in the old capitol at 
Washington, ^ oe wts suspected of 
giving aid aod information to the 
«onth*rn soldiers. As everything 
he owned was invested in slaves, the 
war left him penniless, and he has 
since that time managed to make a 
meagre living at blacksmithing, but 
his old age prevented him from do- 
ing much work. 
He was never 


married, because he could find no 
woman of bis race who was what he 
considered his equal by birth, and 
lived an isolated life tor this reason.

While tbe manage- 
ment of the Panama Canal ia placed in 
tbe bands-of ao independent company, 
deriving its power from a foreign gov-; 
eminent, the Nlcsragtt* Canal ia pro-^ 
teoted' by th* government against all 
extortion, l^te one company i* under 
foreign management, while in the other 
"the concession IB made to Americans, 
th«'VO«rHy ismide up of American*, 
all *&• corporators are Americans, and 
the %tt of incorporation ia aeked of an 
American Congress,''
